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Judge stops Woburn developer 


North Woburn developer William 
D'Annolfo has been barred from 
further developing the industrial and 
business complex in North Woburn, 
until the state’s Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering 
(DEQE) has received and approved a 
comprehensive plan to handle the 
toxic waste mess, Superior Court 
sues John Mitchell so ruled, last 

wursday, according to stories in the 
Woburn Times and the Reading 
Chronicle. 

D’Annolfo's firm owns the large 
tract of land, part of which was for- 
merly the Merrimack Chemical 
Company, in which rotting animal 
hides and carcasses have been found 
over several years - hides which led to 
the title of the Woburn Odor, to 
describe the mess. Since then large 
deposits of waste minerals, some of 
which are deemed to be toxic car- 
cinogens, have been found. 

The ruling by Judge Mitchell wipes 
out earlier fears that D'Annolfo would 
or could proceed with the develop- 
ment of the property, as long as he 
showed evidence of continued 
“planning” to abate the toxic waste 
dangers.

Campaign Funds 


In a recent vote in the 
Massachusetts House, Rep. Jim 
Miceli voted in favor of an amend- 
ment to the budget which would 
prohibit officials leaving public office 
from converting their surplus cam- 
paign funds to their personal use. 

By this vote, Rep. Miceli agreed 
that such surplus money would go to 
the state treasury for use as local aid 
to cities and towns. The amendment 
passed by a vote of 70-69. 

Proper use of surplus campaign 
funds has been an issue in the 
legislature for several years. Bills 
filed in the House this year were 
recently put into a “study package” 
and sent to the Senate, where they 
now sit. Such study packages have 
commonly been used in the past to 


delay action or effectively kill 
legislation for the remainder of the 


ment must now be approved 
Senate when the budget is taken up in 
that body, and then signed by the 
Governor. 


In tting her group’s support 


of campaign money, Common Cause 
State Chairwoman Joan Austin said, 
“Campaign fundraising should be 
conducted strictly for purposes of 
election to office and not for personal 
profit. We congratulate the House of 
Representatives for trying to close 
this loophole in our campaign finance 
laws, and we call on the Senate 
members to do the same.”

The firm unveiled its newest 
product this week. Developed at 
Massachusetts Institute of 
‘Technology under a National Science 
Foundation grant, it is a “soft” 
computer terminal. Instead of a 
regular keyboard input for com- 
puters, it provides a grid surface of 
multi-layered plastic for a keyboard 
surface. Under the plastic is a green 
glowing display screen, which 
displays a variety of possible 
keyboard layouts, including basic 
typewriter or basic calculator. 

‘The terminal is designed to provide 
a simple manner of input for com- 
puter users who are not especially 
trained in computer technology. 

Solid State bought the rights to the 
computer terminal, and will market it

under the name of “Proteus.” 

John Biondo, president of Solid 
State, has defined it as “non- 
professional, easy access to com- 
puters,” 

The untrained user, he says, can 
have easy access to large computers 
which would otherwise be unac- 
cessible, He is optimistic. He feels 
that the new Proteus terminal will be 
used by airlines, among others, for 
the purpose of booking passengers by 
computer banks, and even assigning 
Seat reservations, without the use of 
ticket agents. 

Biondo, this week announced that 
the Proteus terminal will be on the 
market this fall. The terminal prices 
will range from $3,000 to $15,000, and 
Biondo feels the sales will exceed $100 
million in about four years. '

Mill Road goes off Chestnut Street 
up to Clap’s Mill, an ancient 
stonework on the Burlington - 
Wilmington line. The road dates back 
toat least 1665, when Will Butters was 
recorded as living there. His home is 
where the Bruce MacDonald home is 
today, on Chestnut Street. 

Until recently, Mill Road was a 
narrow dirt road. After extensive 
negotiations with the town, a builder 
last year began developing the land 
along Mill Road. 

The Town Crier once wrote ex- 
tensively on Mill Road, and how it was 
many years ago, when it was called 
“The Garden of Eden,” 

It was, in those days, a path, 
through the hills. There was ledge, on 
that path. The hills on each side were 
(and still are) drumlins - solid rock 
with a clay cover. 

Cut into that clay and a dish is 
made, a dish that retains water. 
Digging a cellar means cutting into 
the clay, and that cellar will likely be 
flooded every spring, until it is fixed. 

Dan Ballou, Jr. is Wilmington's 
newest selectman. Monday night, in 
answer to a telephone call, Ballou 
went to meet someone on Mill Road. 

Ballou told the Planning Board 
about it Tuesday evening. There 
were, he said, ‘40 people waiting for 
me. | . They all had complaints." 

It was because of those complaints 
that Ballou was visiting the Planning 
Board. There was water running over 
the street, there was water in some of 
the front yards, there were stones in 
the backyards, there was water in 
some of the cellars, and the sidewalk 
did not go where it was supposed to 
go. 

Those were some of the complaints. 
There were others, Ballou said. Then 
he listened to the Planning Board for 
a while, as they discussed Mill Road. 

Mill Road, they told him, was ap- 
proved by the selectmen, in an Of- 
ficial Map hearing. The date was in 
April, 1975. Lou Maglio made it a 
special point, to attend that hearing, 
he told Ballou. 


The selectmen, Maglio said, had 
allowed an 18 foot wide street. The 
Planning Board minimum was 30 
feet. They had not insisted on some of 
the things that the Planning Board 
would have wanted. Besides, all the 
Planning Board would have to control 
in an instance such as this, would be 
the street. Water in the lots, in the 
cellars, or any such thing, was not a 
Planning Board function. 

Arnold Blake added to that 
statement. He had, he said, watched 
Ballou in the Town. Meeting and 
Ballou had voted against the PRD 


zoning. 

PRD Zoning, Blake said, was the 
one place where the Planning Board 
could have a say about grading, and 
about water, and about many other 
things.’ In fact, Blake added, the 
whole town meeting could have a say 


in it. 

But the Planning Board did not 
have any powers to correct the 
problems on Mill Road, Blake told 
Ballou. 

Maglio and Blake had more to say. 
‘The developer, Maglio said, had come 
to the Planning Board and asked for 
some advice. It was given to him, and 
as a result, Maglio said, the street is 
much better than the one that the 
selectmen approved. 

The Planning Board had advised 
the developer to put in a 26 foot street, 
and this he did, instead of the 18 foot 
street. Maglio examined the plans, 
and said that the sidewalk seemed to 
conform to the plans that had been 
made for it. 

Those people, Maglio and Blake told 
Ballou, should talk with the 
developer. He can fix up a lot of the 
problems, with a couple of days work, 
if they just get together and talk 
things over nicely.

Reassessment needed 


In the annual town meeting in 
Wilmington an article asked for the 
sum of $125,000, to provide for the re- 
assessment of property. No money 
was appropriated under this article. 

There is to be a special town 
meeting on June 9. The warrant is not 
ready, but there seems to be no article 
asking for assessing money. This is 
worthy of discussion. 

The desired norm, by many people, 
in assessments, is a 100 percent 
valuation. It was to this schedule that 
Wi ton adhered for many years. 

1970s Wilmington drifted away, 
until its assessments became to be 
only about 50 percent. 

‘There are other communities which 
never had gotten to 100 percent 
assessment of property. Several 
reasons may be mentioned, 

One reason was that the assessors 
never could catch up with their work. 
‘There were just too many parcels, too 
many items. 

Another reason, in some com- 
munities, was that the politicians 
iked to be in a position of doing 
ors" in return for favorable 
consideration at voting time. This is, 
of course, to be described as a 
political reason. 

A third reason, also to be described 
as political, at least by some, is that of 
assessing homes at a lower rate than 
industry or commerce. There was a 
deliberate distortion of taxes, in some 
of the larger communities of 
Massachusetts, as a result. 

Towns with a 100 percent 
assessment, like Wilmington, found 
that they were being unfairly treated, 
in the division of state funds. The 
communities with assessments in 
order did not get as much state money 
as did those with only partial 
valuations, 

A community with a 50 percent 
valuation, but with the same 
population, etc., as one with 100 
percent valuation would get twice the 
amount of state funds. This was 
manifestly unfair, and let to a court 
case, called the Sudbury Decision. 

As a result there was a new law, 
effective January 1, 1974. All towns 
and cities, this law said, must have all 
assessments at 100 percent of 
valuation. No town or city would get 
more money from the state, if the 
valuations were other than 100 per- 


cent. 

There followed then a lot of protests 
from the larger cities. Readers may 
remember it. Boston politicians 
introduced new laws into the 
legislative hopper. They sought

different percentages or 
classifications, in valuations, for 
residential and business properties. 
There was a tremendous campaign in 
Massachusetts, and the new law was 
voted. 

The result was that the com- 
munities were to assign ‘‘per- 
centages” to the various classes of 
property - viz. residential, com- 
mercial, and industrial. This in turn 
became subject to political . 
There were differences of opinion, 
often quite honest differences. 

In Wilmington the finance com- 
mittee thought the assessor should 
assign the percentages before the 
valuations were complete. The 
assessor thinks otherwise. He feels 
that first the valuations should be 
brought up to 100 percent, and then a 
survey would determine the in- 
dividual percentages, by 
classification. 

This was the reason behind the 
disagreement in the annual town 
meeting. 

In Wilmington the essing 
department had brought all the land 
values up to date, as of January 1, 
1980, The homes, places of business, 
etc. were not. The assessors had no 
more money. That was the reason for 
the request for an additional $125,000, 
- to hire an outside firm to complete 
the work. 

The money was not voted, in town 
mieeting. ‘ 

Did Wilmington save money, as @ 
result? 

The answer is No, 

There are attorneys in 
Massachusetts who are aware of the 
situation, in those towns which have 
not brought themselves to a 100 
percent valuation. Those attorneys 
are now making some ‘‘killings,"” by 
finding in those towns firms who are 
willing to take the assessment to the 
appellate tax court, 

The fee for the attorney is generally 
33 percent of the money. If a firm 
Saves $30,000 the attorney charges 
about $10,000. 

Wilmington's town counsel, in such 
cases, has usually found it better to 
‘settle out of court, rather than to fight 
the case through the appellate tax 
court. This he has done on a couple of 
occasions. 

So far the town has “‘settled" for 
over $200,000. That's good money for 
the attorneys. 

They have no reason why they 
should stop. This is good reason why 
the town should get to 100 percent as 
soon as possible.

Shawsheen Tech Summer School starts July 7 


Shawsheen Valley Technical High 
School will again be holding Summer 
School from July 7-August 15 for all 
students residing in the districts of 
Bedford, Burlington, Billerica, 
Tewksbury, and Wilmington.
